Minutes of the Board of Directors 
Meeting on June 3, 2002 


President Terry Matzkin, KE6WRE, opened the 
meeting at 7:40 p.m. at Round Table Pizza, Treat 
Blvd., Concord. Present were Vice President, 
Dave McIntyre, KG6ACD, Secretary, Eoin 

O’ Donoghue, KK6Q, Trevor Hall, WA6JAU, 
Treasurer, Emergency Coordinator Harry Styron, 
K6HS, directors Jay Caldis, KT6Y, and John 
Schulze, KR6CR. Also present were Lauren 
Styles, WA6CIE, Liz Styles, KG6HLYV, Greg 
Estep, KE6VTA, Carrier Editor, Bob Beard, 
KG6FPZ, John Pascale, NN6E and Social 
Chairman, George Roush, WB6OFH. 


Motion approved: Given that a number of user 
groups use shared antenna facilities on Mt Diablo 
that the club pays for, the board approved a 
motion to allocate the costs of the shared 
facilities between user groups, based on their 
portion of the shared costs. 


The board also approved a motion that user 
groups be permitted to use the shared antenna 
facilities on Mt Diablo that the club pays for on 
condition that users conduct themselves in 
keeping with the highest standard of Amateur 
Radio practices with respect to what is said on 
the repeater, and that each user group enter into a 
written agreement with MDARC, which will 
have a 30 day termination provision if they do not 
meet this condition or fail to maintain their system 
according to the required technical standards. 
Greg Estep is to lead a group in determining the 
costs of the shared antenna facilities. 


Bob Beard reported that he will continue to use 
Kinko’s for printing the Carrier newsletter as the 
service is good, the turn around time is fast and it 
costs $151.01 (a savings of $100 over the 
previous arrangement). The minutes of the 
previous meeting were approved. 


The treasurer’s report was approved. Checking 
account balance is $4,218.13 and the Money 
Market account balance is $27,756.72 for a total 
of $31,974.85. There are no significant 
outstanding items. 


Eoin O’ Donoghue purchased a license for Adobe 
Acrobat 5.0 for the club. 


Regarding the membership drive, 75 applications 
were returned due to address errors. We attracted 
two new members for a total membership of 301. 
The board approved mailing out another 500 
applications. 


John Pascale reported that Field Day preparations 
are going well. Still needed are: three computers, 
one HF rig and a portable toilet. Dave McIntyre 
will arrange to have signs on Highway 4 for Field 
Day and also to have the meeting taped. The BBQ 
at the Field Day meeting will be on a donation 
basis. 


Greg Estep reported that the Voters are being 
assembled and he expects to be in place for 
PACIFICON as planned. Work continues on 
determining the 440 Antenna that is needed. 2 old 
repeaters were sold yielding a total of $1,100. On 
the upcoming general class that is expected to 
start in July, Lauren Styles will get back to Harry 
Styron on days when the class facilities are 
available. The class will run for about 10 weeks. 


50 copies of a new Club Directory are to be 
printed with a $3.00 cover price. It was agreed 
the next Board meeting will be at Round Table 
Pizza, Treat Blvd., Concord. Terry adjourned the 
meeting at 9:00PM.

Escape from Alcatraz and Alcatraz 


Challenge Swims

“How important is our communications 
network? Let me put it this way: I do 

not know how we ever lived without hams.” Joe 
Oakes, Alcatraz Swim Director 


You must be at least a little curious about the 
possibility of escaping from Alcatraz or your 
wouldn’t be reading this article. Those are the 
beginning words my friend and Swim Director 
Joe Oaks wrote in “The Alcatraz Swimmer’s 
Manual”. Each year for the past 4 years, a 
dedicated group of hams has provided 
communications to a combination of swims on the 
bay where as many as 1500 swimmers jump off 
two ferries at Alcatraz and swim back to San 
Francisco. It’s not enough to swim across the 
chilled and turbulent waters of San Francisco 
Bay, there’s more! In some events the swim is 
followed by a run and even a bike ride. Is that 
crazy or what? 


The first Escape from Alcatraz Challenge and 
Escape from Alcatraz Triathlon took place in 
1981. Back then, communications consisted of 
running around on the bay with boats yelling at 
each other. Later communications was done via 
point to point cell phones. Communications 


became “controlled” with the use of trained ham 
radio communicators. We use repeaters for talk-in 
into the event and when go out onto the water. 
Once the swim is about to begin, we switch to 
simplex communications. For the Alcatraz 
Challenge Swim on June 30", we had the 
following radio positions: 


Boats- 

Command. Controls complete swim. 

Medical. Provides emergency help to swimmers. 
Ferry. Transports swimmers to Alcatraz. 

Sweep. At the back of the pack, sweeping 
swimmers to make sure they make it safely to the 
finish. 

Lead. Leads the swimmers to the finish. 

Kayak. Coordinates kayaks in water to guide 
swimmers toward finish. Once the Beach has 
released the kayaks in to the water, the swim 
official will board the Kayak Boat. 


Land Positions- 

Net Relay - Acts like a non-directed net control to 
keep track of radio traffic and relay as necessary. 
Aid Station - Provides communications from the 
runners. 

Finish 1 - Covers the finish line on land making 
sure swimmers come across finish line safely and 
is in communications with the Race Timer at the 
Finish line. 

The actual start is communicated from Command 
to Ferry and Ferry will open up his Mic so Finish 
can hear the horn blast from the ferry to notify the 
Race Timer to begin the clock. 

Beach / Finish 2 (Dual Role) Beach - coordinates 
the launch of kayaks into the water. 

Finish 2 - Covers the finish line on land making 
sure swimmers come across finish line safely. 
Bike | / Bike 2 - Rides the run course and 
provide assistance along the way for the runners. 
Ride back and forth between the Run Start (which 
is the swim finish) to the Aid Station and back to 
the run finish (which is near the swim finish). 


Now this really sounds like fun, right? Getting out 
of bed at O-Dark-30 to be onsite at 6:15am is 


really tough, yet not nearly as tough as the swim 
for some of the people. 


The most challenging part of coordinating the 
swim with over a thousand swimmers is to have 
them all make across the finish safely. We have 
never lost one, and don’t intend to. 


During each of the 2 days prior to the swim event, 
the Swim Director and his team takes test swims 
to determine the current. Our job as 
communicators during the swim, is to help 
coordinate the support vessels to herd the 
swimmers so that they make it directly to shore, 
not out to sea via the Golden Gate Bridge. 


Barry, K6ST tactical call sign Control, recalls 
one swim in which we had to move more that 
one-third of the swimmers from turbulent water to 
clam water. Plucking people out of the water and 
moving them to better water is a challenge. 
Sometime a swimmer is working hard and doesn’t 
realize that the current is actually pushing him 
backwards. 


John, KR6CR tactical call sign Ferry 1 says, “On 
the outgoing tide the Ferry ship’s horn blows and 
1500 swimmers jump in to the bay next to 
Alcatraz island. From the wheel house of the 
Hornblower, we watched the swimmers fight the 
wind and current to make their way to shore. My 
job is finished. From the time we left Pier 33, I 
had the responsibility of shadowing Captain 
Tyrone and communicating with the command 
boat. This year we started the race on time and 
didn’t lose any swimmers. Later we all met at St. 
Francis Yacht Club where the last few swimmers 
were paddling to shore.” 


Jeff, the Kayak Boat captain writes, “I enjoyed 
the event. It was a beautiful sunny day. Rescuing a 
swimmer who was fighting the current was fun. 
Watching and helping with the exciting event was 
rewarding. The comradery and good food at the 
breakfast was a good way to cap off the 
morning.” 


Drew KD6GLY, tactical call sign Lead, says: “I 
found it very exciting just before the ferry sounds 
the horn to start the event. Joe Oaks, the Swim 
Director adds to the excitement by waving his 
hands and really stirring up the swimmers. I’m 
sure that the spectators are not fully aware of the 
amount of planning and coordination that goes 
into making a swim of this type successful and 
safe.” 


Dana K6BRR, tactical call sign Ferry 2 writes, 
“T’m proud to have completed a personal 
Triathlon prior to Sunday’s June 16th, 2002 
Alcatraz swim event: got up at 5:00 AM, got to 
the ferry on time and did it without morning 
coffee (too early for Martha’s). Sharon and I had 
a terrific time helping out. All fun!” 


Putting this whole event and ham radio 
participation in perspective, Joe Oaks, the Swim 
Directory says, “I have been the director of this 
fantastic swim since 1981. We started out with 13 
swimmers, all doing the old ESCAPE FROM 
ALCATRAZ course, with the swim from 
Alcatraz, followed by a bike ride to Mill Valley 
and a DOUBLE DIPSEA run, from Mill Valley to 
Stinson Beach and back. Little did I suspect at 
that time that we would eventually have 1500 
athletes registering for the event in 2002, with 
twice that many turned away because we were 
filled to capacity. In the old days we, a la Nike, 
“Just did it,” with little fanfare and virtually NO 
communications. These days it is a wee bit 
different, with the heavy responsibility of the 
safety of 1500 swimmers in San Francisco Bay 
bearing heavily on our team. Without our ham 
operators it could rapidly deteriorate to chaos. 


In a typical swimming race the fastest swimmers 
are about twice as fast as the tail end of the pack. 
Our swim course goes from the south side of 
Alcatraz to Crissy Field, a distance of about three 
miles. That means that by the time the fastest 
swimmer hits the beach finish line, the slowest 
one is still a mile and a half out in the water, with 
1498 swimmers of varying abilities scattered in 
between them. What is needed is control, but 


control is not possible without two key elements: 
constantly updated knowledge and the ability to 
send commands to the various safety personnel 
scattered over that mile and a half. 


Enter the Hams. We have one on the command 
boat with me, Barry Bettman, K6ST, Alcatraz 
Swims Communications Director. Via his network 
he is in contact the lead boat, the sweep boat, the 
medical boat, the beach where our kayak guides 
start, the bridges of the two ferry boats and with 
the finish area. How important is our 
communications network? Let me put it this way: 

I do not know how we ever lived without hams.” 


Thanks, Joe! As Communications Director for the 
Alcatraz Swims, I, Barry K6ST would like to 
acknowledge the crew for the 2002 Swims: Drew 
KD6GLY, Jason W6SN, Lance KG6GGK, Jason 
W6SN , John KR6CR, Faride KF6WHYV, Frank 
KF6FRJ, Bob K6GD, Harold AE6FC, Faride 
KF6WHYV, Barry KE6GQI, Dana K6BRR, Barry 
K6ST.

Oh did, I forget to mention how important the ham 
radio communications for these swims really are? 
In November of 2001, we had an extra swim, part 
of a special Triathlon at Treasure Island. This 
specific event was for the City of San Francisco 
to prove that it can pull off a major swim, bike, 
run event as part of its bid for the 2012 Summer 
Olympics. Is it possible that in 2012 we will need 
the entire Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club to 
help out for the big world-wide event? How will 
you be training for your next ham radio 
communications event?
